Siixe gaining the White 
House, Carter has swollen 
the Was'nington emplovment 
rolls by 15,000 new civil ser¬ 
vants. State and local gov¬ 
ernments, bolstered by fed¬ 
eral money, have grown by 
another 427,000 new jobs 
Not to be outdone, federal 
sp«’ndVng has been on the 
inevrease too, by 13 per cent.

Information wag received this week by the City of 
Sierra Madre from the State of California In the form of 
Senate Bill No. 154. Which was the Bill for Distribution 
of Funds to the Local Agen---- 


cies, parsed by the As.sem- 
bly and Senate on Friday, 
June 23 and signt*d by the 
Governor of the State. 

The Bill stated that there 
shall be allocated to the 
cities <rf the state, for the 
1978-79 fiscal year only, two 
hundred fifty million dollars 
to be distributed as pro¬ 
vided. 

The provisions stated that 
each cltj’ will have the 
amount of prt>perty taxes 
collected plus the amount of 
homeowners’ and buslne8.s 
inventory relmburseniert in 
1977-’78 shall bo determined 
by the Controller. 

From the amount deter¬ 
mined ivjrsuant to this there 
shall be subtract e d the 
amount of property tax and 
homeowners’ and husluoss 
inventrwv reimbursement al¬ 
located to each city in 1978- 
78. This amount will be ag¬ 
gregated for all cities in the 
state. The i^ercentage deter¬ 
mined pursuant to this shall 
be applied to the two hun 
died fifty million dollars to 
determine each city’s dollar 
share of the surplus alloca¬ 
tion. 

From each *ity’.s dollar 
share of the tltal allocation, 
ther'' shall be subtracted ar 
amount equal to one-third of 
the dty’s general fund re¬ 
serve balance on July 1.

Warnings To All 
Sierra Madreans 

The Issuing of warnings Is great, but what to do 
about them is another story that generally does not get 
loliJ until such time as those affected remember the 
warning. 

Should fire strike the hillsides above Sierra Madre 
tills year, or should no fires strike. Sierra Madreans will 
have to bear the brunt of a deluge of mudslides this 
winter. 

The Los Angeles Flood Control DiSixict has been cut 
a w’hopping 71 per cent in operating funds due to Propo¬ 
sition 13. They have made application to tlie State of 
California for a loan of $20-million. If the loan is granted 
the district will be able to avoid the layoff of more than 
660 Flood District employees; should the loan be refused, 
the debris basins of the Flood Control District will not 
be cleaned this summer. This, of course, will result in 
filled basins to meet the coming rains of the winter 
months. 

It will be 'disas'.rous to Sierra Madreans, should the 
watershed be destroyed by a major firo; it will be dis¬ 
astrous without the fires, but not so bad. 

How to prepare yourself for what might happen is 
something that only you can devise; something that you 
know, from past experieince, thot may save your home 
or property. You, who know the potential of your area, 
know whether you will be subjected to mud, rocks and 
debris.

It has long occurred to 
the editors of this paper that 
the Sierra Madre News has 
suffered some t>y reporting 
only TEews its readers are in¬ 
terested in, news that af¬ 
fects the daily life of the 
city and its people, news 
that by its nature enriches. 
It has come time that the 
n<>wspaper view its larger 
responsibilities. 

"National and even inter¬ 
national news should be car¬ 
ried U? its pages,” they said. 

For days then the editors 
cast about as to how to do 
this effectively without run¬ 
ning into debt. Teletypes 
and wireservlces were first 
thought to be the answer, 
until it was found out that 
these ran night and day, dis- 
jTensing in statico style, 
monumental as well as in¬ 
significant nows from all 
over the world. 

As no one wanted to stay 
up all night, or come to 
work the following day, to 
read through the .night’s mis¬ 
sives the noticai was thrown 
out. Next it was thougfit 
that a string of reporters 
distributed throughout the 
inhabited world would be 
able to gather the relevant 
news arid report it by tele¬ 
phone as soon as it occur¬ 
red. But this too proved to 
be a problem as the office 
has only one telephone and 
it is already employed gath¬ 
ering the news from the 
other end of the block. 


There was also the small 
matter of paying this fleet 
of reporters. 

Next to was decided to go 
downtown and get a copy of 
one of the major metropoli¬ 
tan newspapers, change a 
few of the names and dates, 
so that on one would notice 
the theft, and report this 
news as homegrown. This 
would cost only 15 cents 
plus mileage. But the editors 
objected to the ethics of the 
idea and the mileage charge. 

Finally the solution was 
found. The editors hired on? 
overseas correspondent 'A^ho 
was already traveling out 
and about. That is me. My 
Instxuctions are to journey 
throughout tile globe, report- 
ling on such facts as would 
be interesting to the citi¬ 
zens of Sierra Madre, and 
including an account of my 
travels, when there is a lull 
in international events.

Not Excuse For Staff Cuts 

One of the many items which Is not expected to sur¬ 
vive a July 1 collision with the Tax Limitation AmerwJ- 
mont is a state law that prohibits a sohool district from 
dismissing an employee for budgetary reasons. 

This statute often cited by public employee union 
leaders who Insist that post-Propositlon 13 school pay¬ 
rolls be maintained at cnirront levels unlil all available 
siu-plus dollars are exhausted, reads: 

"No permanent employee of a school district shall 
bo dismissed without his .consent or deprived of his clas- 
sifica ion as a permanent employee of the district when 
the district does not have sufficient funds to pay his 
.salary." 

The law was originally enacted to prevent school dls- 
tric.s from turning over their work forces in order to 
lower seniority-related costs and has sometimes been in¬ 
voked to prevent districts from using a “fiscal crisis" in 
lieu of lengtliy dismissal procethires to remove unwanted 
employees. Through ca.se law, the act has been inter¬ 
preted to have application wily in districts where aver¬ 
age dally attendance is either static or growing. Ex- 
empter from its provisions are districts with declining 
enrollment. Also exempted is the deletion of a given 
educational program, such as music or athletics, and 
the attendant dismissal of employees that staff that 
depariment. 

Thus, under current law, a financially di.stressed dis¬ 
trict whose attendancx? is holding its own or Increasing 
cannot reduce its work force by trimming back staff levels 
in each department by, for example, ten per cent. 

State Senate leaders, meeting to discuss Jarvis im¬ 
plementation plans following the June 6 election, re¬ 
portedly places the item. Sec.ion 44892 of the Education 
Cotie, on their growing to do’ list. 

Lay-Offs Coming! 

The state’s Employment Development Department 
(EDD) reponetf recently that actual layoffs by public en 
titles following the pa.ssage of Proposition 13 now total 
2,148. The estimate is based on .surveys through June 21 
by HDD’s field offices in direct cwitact with officials in 
counties, citit's, school districts and si)ecial districts. 

In addition, tlie number of school pors<mnel idled by 
summer-.school cancellations stands at 2,T78. 

The Employment Development Department has estab- 
lisherd a special layoff infortamion unit in Sacramento 
to collect field office surveys of public sector Job losses 
since the passage of Proposition 13. 

The unit is also attempting to estimate the fuiure lay¬ 
off plans of the approximately 3,500 California public en¬ 
tities employing full time individuals. Currently, however, 
no accurate t>stimates are availoble. .Many public entities 
are exploring alternativts to layoffs, including cutbacks 
in workweeks, job-.sharlng programs, conversion of full 
time ijoaliions to intermittent status and freezes on hiring 
and .salary levels. Some are reporting the Introduction of 
new .service charge.s. 

While some are giving EDD Information based on an 
anticipated sliare of the state surplus, others are reporting 
the “worst that couLi happen" if no other funds can be 
provided to replace he lost revenue.s. 

Preliminary estitnates gathered by the EDD informa 
tlon unit as of July 1 antlcipa e tnese future layoffs at 
approximately 175,000. For the rea.sons slated alwve, this 
figure is higlily .sp<*culnlive. The Departmen.’s current esti¬ 
mates. based on the aliarlng of $4 billion of state surplus 
funds and the establishment of a SI billion loan fund, are 
layoffs of up 86,300 regulor and CETA employees in the 
fiscal year b<*ginning July 1. 

Time For City Budget Law! 

California cities, .sptmdLng an estimated $5.5 billion 
In the current fiscal year, are not required to adopt or 
publish an annual budget under current law. 

In addition, cities are not required by state law to 
notify tite public of the cia.e. time, or place of budget 
hearings; nor are they requined to adopt uniform account¬ 
ing and reporting practices. 

California counties and school districts must adhere to 
all of the above requirements. 

Legislation to require cities to conform to many of 
the same budgetary and fiscal reqiiiremen.s under which 
counties and .school districts must oi)erato vvas introduct'd 
in 1969. It failed to clear its flr.st commi ti'e, largely be- 
cau.se of the oposltlon of city representatives, who claimed 
that such requinements were unnecessary. 

On May 1, however, legislatian (SB 1857) by Senators 
Milton Marks and Alan Robbirus, imposing all of the above 
req'Uiremcnts, was approwd by tile Senate Local Govern¬ 
ment Committee on a 7-0 vote and referred to die Senate 
Flnanci' Committee, wliere its chances of success are now 
rated as good. 

If enac ed, the Cal-Tax-sponsortnl bill wxiuld require 
cities, beginning July 1, 1980, to adopt an annual budget 
at a public hearing, give citizens 10 days notice prior to 
the hearing, and make the budge, document available 
to tlie public in advance of die hearing. Uniform account¬ 
ing and reporting requirements, intended to facili ate ease 
of analysis and uder.stading of city finances, would begin 
to b*> pha.sed in on tlic same date. 

In .estimony prepared for delivery before the May 1 
committee hearing. Cal-Tax legislative director Richard 
Simps 111 .said: “WiUiout consistent accounting practices 
from ci y to city, budget analysis is made more difficult 
and spending comparisons are nearly impossible. 

“There is abundant evidence tliat city financial re¬ 
ports gathered by tlie .state art' of questionable valLdi.y 
because of the lack of uniform accounting requirements. ’ 

Simp.son acknowledged that some cities are already 
doing “an outstanding job” of voluntarily meeting the 
requirements outlined in the bill and encouraging public 
participa ion in the budget proce.ss. “The City Budget Bill 
would require little change lor these cities,’’ lie said. 

Sierra Madre is one of the cities that follows this pro¬ 
cedure very closely. 

Simpson offered and the committee adopted an amend¬ 
ment to give cities a larger role in developing the uniform 
ac(X)unting and reporting procedures they would have to 
follow under the legislation.

All Fictitious Business Name Statements filed or refiled during the year 1972^ will expire 
on December 31, 1977. If you filed your statement during 1972, California law requires you to 
prepare a new statement and file it with the County Clerk before December 31, 1977. If the 
information in your new statement is different from the information which was in your 1972 
statement, the law also requires that the new statement be published in a_ legally qualified 
newspaper. The law provides that "the news paper selected for the publication of the^^ state¬ 
ment should be one that circulates in the are a where the business is to be conducted." (Sec. 
17917 — Business and Professions Code)

The foes of Jarvis - Garni’ 
say that it will deva.state 
local governments and fores 
the firing of teachers, police- 
meffi, garbage collectors, etc. 
Some city governments were 
already preparing e m e r- 
gency budgets prior to yes¬ 
terday’s vote. 

I do not envision such a 
dark scenario. Government 
officials are sitting on a 
massive state surplus. I have 
heard figures ranging from 
three to four billion dollars 
as the State’s average daily 
cash balance in 1977. There 
haven’t been any great ef¬ 
forts on the part of officials 
to return all or part of this 
.surplus to the taxpayers. 
I’ve often pwlnted out the 
penchants on the part of 
budget planners for addi¬ 
tion. Jarvis - Gann will 
force the big spenders to 
learn the fine art of sub¬ 
traction, to the benefit of 
the people of California.

The brightest spots are in 
law and medicine, where 
women now occupy one - 
fourth to one-third of the 
places in those professional 
schools.

It is with happiness I 
.notice that some of the 
stream still runs . . . as¬ 
suredly shortened and shal¬ 
lowed, a mere trickle in 
some places where months 
earlier the rapids were swift 
and the pools deep. None- 
iheless, it is still there . . . 
holding its own against the 
heat! 

By the verj- nature of an 
arroyo it runs ondy for a 
short time . . . during and 
a little after wet weather. 
I’ve been told that the river 
that created Eidon Canyon 
is fed by spring.s higher up 
in the mountains. However, 
those spring do dry ,up . .. 

the water table (that layer 
of moisture below the sur¬ 
face) sinks deeper into the 
ground. When this happens 
the stream dies! Incidently, 
when years are wet with the 
moisture of many storms, 
one need dig only several 
inches down into the sand 
where the stream once ran, 
and easily come across mois¬ 
ture ... so much that water 
actually oozes into the shal¬ 
low hole. During years of 
drought, though, that hole 
must be dug 200 to 300 feet

down before reaching that 
layer of moisture, the water 
table! 

Aside from the poetic and 
psychological values of the 
stream, the thing that asto- 
rushos me most is the abun¬ 
dant life found within its 
liquid boundaries dur i n g 
times of plentiful water! 
Biut imagine a dry, summer¬ 
time river bed . . . dusty, 
sandy, rock strewn! Not a 
drop of water to be found 
for miles aroiuid! Where is 
the stream life? With the 
stream gone is it in some 
mysterious form of hiberna¬ 
tion? 

As a biological parallel the 
seeds of desert wildfolwers 
can stay buried in the shal¬ 
low, sa,ndy soil for many 
years, waiting for just the 
light conditions for it to 
spring to life! But those 
seers are hard-ca.sed and can 
withstand adverse cond i - 
tions. What about the fragile 
“seedd” or eggs of stream 
dwelling animals? Certain¬ 
ly, they can’t exist long 
without water! Or can they? 
(I keep thinking of that lit¬ 
tle fish . . . is it the pup- 
fish? ... of Death Valley 
whose eggs survive long per¬ 
iods of dry, searing heat, 
only to hatch when water is 
again abundant!). 

In any event, when a 
stream dies, so do most of 
its irvhabitants! But when a 
stream is born again, later, 
how does life again begin? 
Certainly, a good question 
to think about on a cool 
summer evening. <
